Some members of the Class of 2006 broke with the 
tradition of continuing their schooling after high school. 

A few adventurous souls decided to forgo this path 
and explore the bounty of opportunities open to them. 
Instead of heading to college, some graduating seniors 
became a part of America’s working class. 

With travel on her mind and a joy for working with 
children in her heart, Mary Skelton was accepted into 
the Au Pair [pronounced oh pair] program. Au pairs 
are hired, usually by wealthy families, as nannies to 
take care of their children. “My job is to take the kids 
to and from school, fix them light meals, play games 
with them and hopefully help them learn to speak 
some English,” Mary said. 

Unique experiences, a different culture, and a new 
language to learn await Mary in Madrid, Spain, where 
she was assigned to work as an au pair from September 
2006 to June 2007, a full school year. “I feel like this 
is a perfect time in my life to travel, and I definitely want 
to take advantage of that,” Mary said. Two factors 
influencing Mary’s decision to apply to be an au pair 


were the privilege of traveling with the family when 
they vacation and the opportunity to visit the sites 
in Spain’s capital city. 

Drew Mitchell joined the U. S. Army and reported to 
Fort Jackson, South Carolina in July for boot camp. 
Drew has always wanted to join. “I wanted to do this 
for my country,” Drew said. “I also will receive help 
with my college expenses.”

22, 2005. Although she reported for boot camp in 
June, training began earlier with weekend drills at the 
Fredericksburg Armory. “The National Guard will 
allow me to go to college and still receive training as 
a soldier. I think my time as an MP [military police] 
will straighten me out,” Danni said. 

Setting examples for future RHS graduates to follow, 
members of the Class of 2006 are doing things that 
they can be proud of. Their courage, bravery and 
sense of adventure will help other students take that 
blind leap out of their comfort zones. Way to go,

After adding color to the 2005 yearbook, advisers Ms. Clements 
and Mrs. Packett looked for ways to add some new twists to the 2006 
edition. While attending a Jostens yearbook workshop in Williamsburg, 
VA, during August, they decided the yearbook needed a title relating to 
the school’s name and location on the Rappahannock River. As a result, 
the yearbook has a new title, The Crest. The theme for 2006, en, makes 
use of a combination of words beginning with those letters, which capture 
the personality of Rappahannock High School. 

The staff’s top priorities were to increase the number of students pictured 
in the book and to add a new section which covered academics. Twenty- 
eight pages were added to the length of the 2006 edition, which contains 
140 pages. 

Published by Jostens Publishing Company in Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, The Crest had a press run of 200 copies and sold at $45 
and $50 depending on the date of purchase. The 2006 budget was 
$14,410.00 which was met strictly through the sale of ads and yearbooks. 
Printed on 100 lb gloss paper, the cover material is laminated High Gloss 
Litho #478 in Process Color #317, with Mission grain. 

With a trim size of 7 3/4 X 10 1/2, the book was created using InDesign 
CS, Photoshop 8.0 and Jostens Yeartech software. Layouts were 
designed on the computer using the software; except for senior portraits, 
all photos were digitally placed. The staff met after school on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays throughout the year. Although strict deadlines, tedious 
editing and the pressure of maintaining a standard for excellence put the 
staff under a great deal of stress, the accomplishment of creating a 
quality product was worth the effort.
